Pneumonk id St^ne. 

Just at this season of tbe year Ken- 
tucky is thickly seattered with a fatal 
disease, in hoga., Thia disease in a, 
majority of caaeais hog eholera, but 
tnere have bean many applieatioaa for 
anti-hog cbolMO aerom where upon in- 
vestigat ioa wo found it waa not hog 
cholera but pooamooia. Paeumoaia in 
swioe ia a very coounaa diaeaae. aad 
during the winter aKMitha capaeially 
is very prevalent, aad ooo ahtwld be 
able to diAtiagiUab botwoea thoiiri- 
mary inflaaiaMtioii in ' the looea, 
lobules and eohnective tissues of tbe 
lungs— pneumonia-~and hog cholera, 
j which frequently shows a secondary 
{ pnf^umonia in combination with lesions 
; well indicative of hog cholera. A 
I differential diagnosis of these two 
I diseases in swine is not always possible 
{ before death, and a ostmortem is 
' therefore necessary. It is true that in 
! hog cholera pneumonia often exists, but 
I always as secondary pneumonia ; .how- 
I ever oneumonia may occur alone as a 
I primary infection. 

I In pneumonia congested areas are 
I found in the lungs, sometimes of a 
bright red tinge but often of a dark 
grayish red. In soma places they are 
black with pockets of pus (Gsngre- 
neus). This latter condition is found 
in secondary pneonMiaia. eonaequent 
upon^cholera, aa well aa in '^primary 
pneumonia. Where cholera exists tbe 
lung hemorrhages are present also in 
tbe form of small pin- point hemor- 
rhages. Also in thia ease the cholera 
leaiaaaaro prominontly doveloped in 
the allBiOBtary tmet These points 
s«rvo tu diatingoiah tho two conditions, 
whether existing alone or simultane- 
ously. When the two exist together 
the pneumonia ia aeeoodary and con- 
tracted after tho aholata haa lowoiad 
tbe vitality. 

Pneumonia in swine passes though 
the same stages as in other domestic 
aniamls and in man, accopmanied by 
sympthoms practically the same, if 
correctly interpreted. Mechanical 
pneumonia \s frequent in bogs and is 
caused by direct irrit ition, such as 
medicinal liquids in the form of 
drenches which lodge in the lung tis- 
sues; by dust and dirt constantly in- 
haled from dusty sleeping quarters ; 
by external wounds or portions of 
fractured ribs penetrating the lung 
tissue ; from housing in ill ventilated 
stables, necessitating the conatanat 
inhalation of foul air, whieh ia in- 
sufficient in oxygen to noiH IMi tbe 
body and results in pulnwaaiy atag 
nation and congeatioa. Tho aniosal ex 
hi bits a chill, of too paaaiag aanotieed. 
followed by fovor. whieh ia iadieated 
by dullneaa aad drowaiaaaa; iacreased 
breathing aad dry eoogh. with almost 
eumploto loan of appetite. Many cases 
la tho oarly atagea ean ho checked by 
thooao of pcaom aalta. 1 oz., and 
calomel 2-10 gr. Aconite tine. 4-15 m 
and veratrum viride fluid xt 20-30 gr. 
are good for tbeir fever reducing 
property and their effect upon the 
vascular system, and should be com- 
bined with stimulants and tonics, such 
as whiskey, ginger,alcobui and brandy. 
Laudanum. 1-4 dr. should be given to 
keep aconite and veratrum from pro- 
ducing voimting. In the convalescent 
parioj ammonium carbonate. 15-40 gr,, 
or turpentine are used as expectorants. 

The treatment for pneumonia should 
in the fiist place be prevention by re- 
moving the cause, which is frequently 
due to exposure and changeable cli- 
matic conditions. During thp early 
spring or late fall when begs are im- 
properly housed or sheltered it is nut 
uncommon for them to die from this 
trouble. U ia sometioiea the raaolt of 
catarrh brought oa hy alight oxaaaare 
to cold.

Paria ia firm io tho grip of King 
Winter and Satofday momiag the 
coldest day of the p r eaaa t aoaaon was 
recorded « ben tho aaoffcary weot to a 
noict between twelve aad fifteen de- 
greoa below aero aa iadieated by 
varioat tharaMaMtaca throajhoot the 
city. 

Tho heavy aaow'wUeh fUl Tboraday 
night eovorou tho graoad to a depth of 
aovoa iaehea on the level ond in many 
placea drifted to a depth of two feet. 
Roads leading to this city from out in 
the county were rendered almost im- 
passable and the streets were in such 
condition from the heavy snow fall 
that the city hands were busily em- 
ployed all of Friday with teams in 
clearing the snow off the sidewalks 
and making paths for pedestrians. 

Saturday morning the caldsst weath- 
er of winter prevailed occasioning 
much suffering and continued through- 
out the dav.

The tradition that Doctor Faust was a 
magician who had sold his salvation to 
the devil, probably arose from this 
stury of which his competitors, the 
copyists, took all the advantage poss- 
ible. It in told.of one medieval printer 
that, having been set to work upon a 
geometrical work in which various fig- 
ures were inserted, he became convinc- 
ed that he was making a book of 
magic which had heen composed under 
the direct inspiration of the devil. 
Thereupon he re.monstrated with bis 
employer* and told him that be could 
not consent to imperil his salvation by 
finishing his task. His master insisted 
upon bis continuing his work, but in 
spite of ridicule ind argument, the 
poor fellow became so agitated that he 
fell sick and died in the belief that 
bis imsfortunes were due to tbe fact 
that he had taken part in an unholy L'^r rpai
